Who is there 
ain»ng those who have reached or 
passed middle age that will not be 
rejoiced to find such admirable phys- 
iological warrant for the 
belief 


that the brain may continue to 
work and even to improve almost 
to the very last hours of life?—New 
lork Ledger.

Thwe are fcoaie in 
teresting records, in the k<*e'pi»g uf 
Jersey City residents, of the func- 
tions perform id and the bills pre- 
sented by the aanspr^kt-rs of tlie 
seventeenth century. 


.After reeeii-iiijj notification of a 


death the aauspreker would proceed 
at once to the sterfhuis, or home of 
the deceased, uiking with him a 
few sheets of mourning paper. His 
first business was to take down the 
names of the persons whom the 
family desired to have summoned 
to the burial. After reading this list 
in the presence of the family for 
possible corrections the oaiispreker 
became th«e absolute director of af- 
fairs. Everything was executed ac- 
cording to his command. If the de- 
ceased was ;i person of wealth and 
prominence, a number of assistant 
aanaprekers- were engaged. Some- 
times as many as -'0 were employed 
in performing various services. 


The aanspreker's costuino was pe- 


culiar. It comprised low shoes, black 
stockings, black knickerbockers, a 
black cutaway coat, covered by a 
long, flowing black mantle, a white 
cravat or band and u uuuiiit ihruu 
cornered hat or "sleek," from one 
corner of which, to the right, float- 
ed a long black crape, like a stream- 
er, while on the left corner a rosette 


vrorn. 


When the time came for the fu- 


neral, the nearest relatives and clos- 
est friends of the family usually 
went to the sterfhuis a little earlier 
than the others and partook of some 
refreshments prepared by the aan- 
spreker, usually a glass of beer or 
spirits, with a long clay pipe or a 
cigar for the men. The procession 
to the grave was most always on 
foot, the youngest members of tho 
family walking nearest tho hearse. 
At the grave it was the duty of the 
aanspreker to offer up a prayer. 
After tho burial the mourners re- 
turned to the homo of the deceased, 
where there <rere more eating, drink- 
ing and smoking. It was the custom 
in those days for all but the nearest 
relatives to take their departure 
from a house of mourning after 
smoking one pipe of tobacco. 


From the earlier church records 


it appears that an extra price was 
charged for the privilege of burying 
a body within the walls of the 
church. The first interment in the 
old Dutch Reformed church of Bor- 
gen (now Jersey City heights) was 
some time prior to Aug. 1, 1682.— 
New York Times. 


IRONING BILLIARD TABLES. 


uaetwiioa Introduced t»y Ji4»l**rt#, the 


On every rainy day them is addi- 


tional work for tho attej,d:uitj» of 
Ili«-> 3.iri;tt billiard parlors. Those 
who play Jht> jtopulur tlmv ball 
gauic" havv uni}Ui-.stionably noticed 
liow the cushions of a l;;!»5f av<> :if- 
iV»ti«l l»y thw w«ath<?r. Particularly 
is this so wht'i! a drizzling rain pre- 
vail* outside. It i.s then that the 
cushions an' found to !>•-• inactive 
and riuw. Teii years ajiu it was not 
thought jK>ixiib!e In imtke a billiard 
table fast without an expensive 
overhaul, which inuant that the use 
of the table would have to be tem- 
worarily disj>ensed with. Now, how- 
ever, it is jHKisibk* to put a table in 
first class order iii less than an hour. 
An immense ttatiron, well heated, 
is usul, and in the hand of a com- 
petent man a few- turns around the 
gret-ii surface will .soon take all tho 
moisture out of tho cloth. The hot 
fiatiron is particularly serviceable 
on a rainy day. 


None of the old time billiard ex- 


perts Thought of the possibilities of j 
a hot iron until John Roberts, the 
crac-k English cue handler, came to 
this country to play a series of 
games with Frank Ives. It was the 
introduction to this country of the 
flatiron. and everybody present at 
the match Inughe-i, but were aston- 
ished nevertheless, when an assist- 
ant brought out a big ilatiron and 
handed it to tho Briton.

siasm for Ives, and when Roberts 
started in to navigate the heated 
mass over tho green table the audi-

was noticed, however, that Roberts 
played, at his best immediately aft- 
er he had manipulated the iron. 
Roberts won that night's string, and 
won it handsomely. After the strife 
all the veterans of the chalk string 
crowded around the visitor and ask- 
ed him what tho dickens he meant 
bv astonishing thorn in that way. 
He proved to them that a hot iron 
when applied to cushions made 
them lively. That was the begin- 
ning of the novelty in this country. 


The attendants at the local bil- 


liard parlors Lave made an addition 
to Roberts' knowledge, however. 
They have discovered that not only 
does the hot iron improve the bed 
of the table when run over the 
cloth, but it also removes the chalk 
that clings to where the ball strikes 
the rubber and which sometimes 
steadily refuses to bo cleaned away 
by tho brush. Chalk on the cushions 
does not mean much to the average 
player, but the experts know that 
it frequently has an effect on tha 
ball's true angle, and interference, 
no matter how small, is discourag- 
ing to the accomplished player. — 
New York Mail and Express.

The tables were arranged after 


the fashion of ancient banquet ta- 
bles, forming an open square, the 
bridal couple taking their places at 
the middle of the cross tables fac- 
ing the square, raid after them er.ch 
as he happened to come into the 
room. After ;ui interval of silence. 
to make sure that every one was 
seated, each guest took up his spoon. 
Seeing no plates or other dishes, 1 
began to wonder what those imple- 
ments were intended for, when tho 
serving maids brought in great 
bowls of steaming rice. Placing 
four of these to each table, they di- 
vided the contents into four sections 
by deep indentations iu the form of 
a cross, and into the grooves thus 
formed poured a cupful of melted 
butter and a plentiful sprinkling of 
cinnamon and sugar. Then opera- 
tions began, four guests to ono bowl, 
dipping every spoonful into the hot 
butter. 


After this course followed meats 


in season, delickmsly prepared nnd 
in prodigious quantity. Whoaten 
cakes, very much raismed, VFOTO of- 
fered as a last course, with some 
home brewed beer of peculiarly rich, 
honeyed taste, very superior to any 
beverage of the kind I have over 
tasted in my own country.—Phila- 
delphia Times. 


A >>OY«*I ldt-» In Tunneling. 


A wire carrier or tram to carry 


baskets or tubs of coal or earth is 
among the recent achievements. An 
electric cable is arranged trolley 
fashion, and below it is a thick wire 
cable BO put up as to sustain the 
baskets by means of a series of 
small wheels attached to a handle. 
These roll upon tho wire and arts 
kept in place by long ears that ex- 
tend below tho wire ou either side. 
The cable is in the form of an elon- 
gated letter O, the upper or home 
end having a waiple transferring 
device to admit of its being started 
again without unnecessary delay. 
There is a grip attached to each bas- 
ket, and a catch for dumping the 
contents is 'affixed, to a stout post 
placed at the desired point. A man 
may go down with a light load, or 
the basket may be sent and looked 
after by a caretaker stationed at the 
dumping point. This arrangement 
is susceptible of many uses. Passen- 
ger baskets might be arranged to 
carry people over places where it 
would be impossible or too expen- 
sive to build railways, or where 
there was not sufficient traffic to 
make them pay. Light freight, par- 
cels and the like could be taken in 
the sarao way. At points where fre- 
quent stops wero not required this 
plan could be made exceedingly ef- 
fective.—New York Ledger.
